On the Sonih side, in Chicngo, within 
view of the mrs from the elevated rail¬ 
road. there are square block* on which 
no building. have liven ereeled and 
whit’ll look UeMiiate. for within the lust 
two year* the oak tree* iinninil them 
have vvilhered and died. Their trunks 
still tower and their bniiiehi'» spread, 
bill of preen b-nv.-s there is not left a 
vestige.

The 
result Is iliat though the n;ik with nil 
the usaoeiatioiiK which have .-liinp to 
that tree in every land in which it 
grows mind go. there are other trees 
beautiful in Ilicuiselvea wliieli will 
thrive in llu- plnrc wld.-h the old forest 
plant lias lett vacant. 

Tile Ili ad partlencr at I.ineoln park 
ha* given fctunr bint* as lo the e.iutpara- 
live lianliliiHiil of trees and the kind of 
soil to w Ideh each tree is adapted. The 
cu ii- e of the death of the onh*. he says, 
is the dralutipe of ihe soil, the oak liu. 
iup a lap root wlileh take* up n prent 
share of the moisture necessary for the 
tree. The elm. on the other hand, hu* a 
spreading root and doe* not re. pi I re 
any thing like the amount of moist are 
needed by the oak. Kims are thriving 
all through the suburb* ami in many 
places in the heart of tin'city itself. 

The soft maple ami ..utalpu are 

com lap to be elm rad eristic trees of the 
North »ide. The mtulpa doc* especial¬ 
ly well iilunp the lake shore. Some of 
these tree*, planted nearly an year* ago, 
show not a Mingle deud twig. I’erliap* 
the catalpn’* only drawback is th-' fact 
that the leaves drop early. The soft 
maple will live and thrive If cure be 
taken of It. W ood lioringInsect* like it, 
and the branches break easily. 

The cot Ion woods and some vnrietic* 
of the poplar will thrive without more 
than a modicum of eim*. The balsam 
poplar, however. Is apt tu become the 
prey of iiiHccts, while iln- Lombardy 
poplar, which points like a lance to the 
sky, is npt to Ik- short-lived amid the 
mi iron nd I up* of civilixatinii. 

Many experiment- have in-eii nu.de in 
( liienpu in the la*! ten year* with the 
ii.lantliiis. or Tree of ileaven. It I* a 
beautiful shade tree and an exceed in ply 
rapid grower, and Insect* seem to avoid 
it. Ii need*, however. *oim- degree of 
shelter in severe winters, though sev¬ 
eral of these tp e* In Lincoln park stood 
the extreme cold of last year without 
Injury. The iulnnthiis in three years' 
growth i« of sufficient si/e to shade u 
pop'll. 

(iarilener* «ny It I* useless for city 
residents to plant pines or spruce*. 
Smoke kills them, A Norway maple 
will do well under almost any condi¬ 
tion*, ns will the Caroline poplar and 
some other varieties of tree*. Chicago 
Tribune.
